CAIRO—An amicable settle- 
ment of the Arab-Jewish conflict 
» over Palestine loomed as a possi- 
) pility this week with the arrival 
of Dr. Chaim Weizmann, president 
of the Jew:sh Agency for Pales- 
tine, for conferences with Egyptian 
Government and other Arab lead- 
ers.. The Zionist leader came to 
Cairo upon invitation of the Gov- 
ernment. Accompanied by the well- 
known Jewish barrister Alexander, 
Dr. Weizmann immediately went 
into conference with Premier Mo- 
hammed Mahmoud Pasha and For- 
eign Minister Abdel Fattah Yehia 
Pasha. 

Presence of the Zionist leader, 
who headed the Jewish delegation 
to the recent London conferences 
on Palestine, coincided with the 
sudden return to Cairo of Egyptian 
Ambassador to London, Dr. Has- 
san Nachat Pasha, with important 
British proposals with regard to 
Palestine’s political future. 

Since an Iraqian delegation was 
expected to arrive by air, it was 
surmised here that a new Arab- 
Jewish roundtable conference would 
take place in the very near future.

U.S. Engineers Building 
$20,000,000 Oil Refinery

HAIFA—Under direction of a 


corps of American engineers, con- 
struction of the $20,000,000 oil re- 
finery on the outskirts of Ha‘fa is 
well under way. An army of 1,100 
Workers, 60 per cent Arabs and 40 
per cent Jews, has cleared and 
fenced in the 360-acre site and is 
constructing roads, drainage, tem- 
Porary buildings, a railway bridge 
across the Kishon river connecting 
With Haifa Port and an 2utomobile 
bridge from the Haifa Acre road. 
The total number of men employed 
i8 soon expected to rise to 3,000.

I have often wondered why Jewish men whose allegiance to 
Judiasm in the specific sense is in the most diluted form never fail 
to contribute liberally to charity.

For charity, 
you must know, is almost a Jewish invention. Before it was ex- 
pressed by our teachers, no one thought of helping the stranger, 


I believe all small givers in Indianapolis will double and in some 
cases trebble their contributions. Why can’t a $10 giver last year, 
give $2.00 a month this year, and so on. In this way, a community 
which gave only $73,400 last year, this year will contribute more 
than twice that amount this year. 

It is the reasoning behind our giving which will make the change. 
Heretofore, we gave what we could handily afford. This year, we 
give according to the need, not according to what we are able to give. 

After all, our Jewish community is one of the finest in the 
United States. This is the truth. Nationally, Indianapolis is consid- 
ered as having the highest type leadership and one of the most 
wholesome Jewish communities in the nation. We all know our city 
can give $150,000 and I personally feel sure we will do so. 

What is happening in Europe is an awful thing. Hell can hold 
no further terrors. Even we Jews are becoming callous to the hu- 
man suffering. Czechoslovakia falls and hundreds of thousands of 
Jews join the huge army of homeless wanderers. Where the blow 
will fall next, no one knows. But we do know the blow will fall. 

Here we are, Jews of Indianapolis, and we would honestly like 
to do something. But there is so little we can do. We can pray, and 
I am sure every one of us has, and we can give of our means to 
help alleviate some suffering. Just to compare the position of 
Jews in other lands with our precious position here, is enough. 

Let us quickly and quietly assume this obligation. Each one of 
us. Never let anyone say that Indianapolis Jewry failed; especially, 
when failure means suffering and death for others. I have sincere

COUGHLIN SEEKS $100,000 
FOR SUMMER BROADCASTS

DETROIT — Father Charles E. 
Coughlin has opened a drive for 
$100,000 to finance his weekly 
broadcasts through the summer 
months. The appeal for contribu- 
tions is published in the latest is- 
sue of his organ, Social Justice, 
which also states that Father 
Coughlin is now negotiating to add 
three stations to his present net- 
work of 46 units. 

“One hundred thousand dollars 
are needed to carry Father Cough- 
lin’s weekly broadcasts through 
the summer months,” the full-page 
appeal states. “That sum is needed 
within the next few weeks—or 
summer brogdcasting cannot be as- 
sured. In order to keep his con- 
tracts with his privately formed 
chain of stations (after the sub- 
versively inclined national net- 
works barred him) Father Cough- 
lin must broadcast every Sunday 
of this. year.”

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Britain Concedes 
To Beck Jews Must 
Go From Poland

LONDON—The British govern- 
ment last week agreed to “exam- 
ine” the question of Jewish emigra- 
tion from Poland and Rumania— 
implying recognition of Warsaw’s 
claim of “surplus Jewish popula- 
tion’—as Britain completed nego- 
tiations with Polish Foreign Min- 
ister Joseph Beck for an anti-ag- 
gression pact, latest development 
in the “stop Hitler” campaign. 

It was felt that while the foreign 
office statement that Britain was 
ready to examine Polish-Rumanian 
emigration proposals would be 
helpful to Colonel Beck and other 
government leaders in withstand- 
ing extremist demands for forced 
enigration of Jews, nevertheless 
the statement might be interpreted 
as recognition by Britain that a 
Jewish emigration problem exists 
in Poland apart from general emi- 
gration needs. Thus, Britain would 
seem to be accepting a distinction 
between Jewish and non-Jewish | 
citizens which the Jews have al-|} 
ways strenuously opposed. |

VIENNA. 

The iaughter-loving Viennese are 
still chuckling over the pogrom of 
November 10. It was not only 
grand fun smashing Jewish shops 
and Jewish homes; it was profit- 
able, teo. In some homes braown- 
clad S. A. troopers and their black- 
clad brothers, the S. S., had good- 
natured brawls over the shar-ng 
of the spoils. Men in uniform 
jumped into Jewish-owned delivery 
trucks and rode off with them gay. 
ly, goods and all. Spoils were op- 
enly shared on trolley cars and 
buses by raiders returning home 
after their day’s work. In Berlin 
most storekeepers had a chance to 
put their stocks in safekeeping, but 
this time the usually slow-moving 
Viennese were too quick for the 
shopkeepers, too quick even for the 
wreckers who entered with axes 
and crowbars and found only emp- 
ty shelves to demolish. 

Today the shambles left by the 
November 10 pogrom are hidden 
by iron shutters. There are said to 
have been some 60,000 Jewish en- 
terprises in Vienna before the An- 
s-hluss. Of these about 2,000 have 
been “Aryanized.” The 
closed from view by the shutters, 
only of which have pasted 
upon them signs reading, “To Let.’

ROME — Many Jewish officers 
ho had been dismissed from the 
amy in connection with Italy’s 
yseial legislation are being re- 
enlisted, it was revealed. Those re- 
fumed to their posts included 
mainly doctors and engineers, in 
addition to a number of infantry 
offters. The move was a complete 
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surprise to Jews, sinee in recent 
weeks Jews who had been called 
up with their classes had been sent 
home upon presentation of their 
jdentification cards. Those who 
have been accepted for re-enlist- 
ment also had been called up with 
their classes. But instead of being 
rejected were asked if they would 
volunteer in case of need. It was 
hinted to the officers that their 
families would be accorded better 
treatment. 

The United States quota of ap- 
proximately 5,000 immigrants from 
Italy is likely to be only half filled 
in the year ending this June, it was 
learned, as a result of the Italian 
government’s failure to issue emi- 
gration passports to native Jews 
and others. 


Say Balbo Intervened

BERLIN — Eleven Bishops and 


presidents of Lutheran and Evan- 
gelical Synods issued a_ protest 
against the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury’s recent statement calling for 
common action of all Christian 
churches against the German men- 
ace. They countered with a pro- 
gram proposing “German Chris- 
tion” action aga.nst the Jews and 
pledging unqualified support to 
Chancellor Adolf Hitler in his cam- 
paign with an_ ever-expanding 
Reich. 

The Protestant leaders, spokes- 
men of German churches more or 
less closely identified with Nazi 
principles, accused the Primate of 
England of being allied with Mos- 
cow. They aftirmed their solidarity 
with the aims of the “Fuehrer of 
all the Germans,” and outlined 
“principles of positive Christian- 
ity” which includes a statement 
that “the Christian faith is defined 
by an irremediable religious oppo- 
sition to Jewry,” and calls for “es- 
tablishment of an institute for as- 
certaining and wiping out Jewish 
influence on the Church life of the 
German people.”

Says Restriction on Immigration 
Bad Economic Policy 
To the Editor: 

In 1924 Congress passed a law 
that reduced the number of aliens 
who could be admitted to this 
country to 2 per cent of the num- 
ber of persons of that nationality 
in the United States in 1890. 

This law further provided that 
after 1929 no more than 150,000 
aliens were to be admitted to the 
country annually. 

Since the introduction of the 
quota, the tendency has been to 
connect the immigrants with bad 
times, as if economic depression 
was the result of the influence of 
aliens in the United States. 

The fact that there has always 
been a direct relationship between 
immigration and prosperity has 
teen forgotten. The American Out- 
look of last month, called attention 
to this historic connection between 
immigration and prosperity and 
asked for the lowering of immigra- 
tion gates in the name of pros- 
perity. 

Says the American Outlook: 
“The failure to welcome desirable 
immigrants, particularly when they 
would be willing to settle as and 
where the nation needs them, would 
be to miss a golden opportunity

The Editor’s Chair: 

The Indiana Catholic and Record 
featured prominently on page one 
last week an article from London 
telling about Judge Rutherford’s 
campaign to infiltrate England 
with anti-Catholic feeling.

It’s not as if they 
were just told by someone that the 
Pope is hiding behind the bushes of 
the White House and dictating 
President Roosevelt’s policies, but 
they believe it just as surely as 
you and I believe in a single Di- 
vinity. They are trained and 
schooled in their subject, and over 
all this they have a religious fer- 
vor that would be admirable in 
anyone else. 

I was in a hurry to leave home 
that night, so I told the woman 
that I was a Catholic. But do you 
think that daunted her.

He Is Ready To Welcome You Back 


Tas SPECTACLE of 250 rabbis of all denomi- 

nations joining in solemn prayer for the har- 
ried Jews of the world has elicited much com- 
ment. With all earthly means seeming to have 
been unavailing, New York rabbis have appealed 
to the Almighty for deliverance of their co-re- 
ligionists from the hands of their many oppressors. 


In communing together to ask for deliverance, 
the rabbis are certainly following a definite 
Jewish tradition. In times of travail, Jews have 
always appealed to their God. It is not the com- 
ing together for prayer which has excited atten- 
tion, but it is the coming together for prayer in 
this crass day of machines and science that has 
earned the rabbis front-page notices. 


The prayer of the rabbis, the appeal to a 
stronger and supernatural being, was the result 
of a feeling shared by almost all people today. 
And this in the face of but the smallest increase 
in synagogue and church attendance. A false 
pride, which refuses to yield, has kept empty our 


houses of worship. Having forsaken God in times 
of prosperity Jews fear to appeal to Him, lest 
their motives be questioned, and lest their at- 
tendance at worship evidence a weakness of 
character. 

A self-contained people has seen all its founda- 
tions swept away. Yet it refuses to yield. In priv- 
ate, yes, but not in public. Not to the extent of 
openly attending synagogue services, not to the 
extent of returning to that one place of safety, 
that one place of reassurance, that one place of 
peace. It is time now that Jews drop this false 
mantle. God has always been willing to greet 
with open arms his erring children. 

Readers, is you have the urge to pray, if you 
feel inadequate in a tumbling world, return to 
your synagogue. If you feel the urge to pray, 
do not refuse to give open expression to this 
feeling. Your rabbis have shown the way. Your 
Lord is a merciful God, and he is ready to wel- 
come you back with open arms. Ready, even this 
Friday night or this Saturday morning.

When That Speaker Is W. J. Cameron 


ee A SPEAKER on a program boasting one 

of the largest radio audiences in the United 
States goes out of his way to make mention of 
the plight of Jews the world over at the Passover 
season, Jews have cause to be pleased at the 
splendid display of tolerance.

Current Comment 


The Philadelphia Jewish Exponent Ridicules 
Rabbi Feldman’s New Streamlined Talith.—In 
matters of dress we yield to the sartorial artists. 
That is why we prefer to leave it to the designer 
in the tailoring industry to pass final judgment 
on the streamlined Talith designed by Rabbi 
Abraham J. Feldman presumably for himself and 
for those of his colleagues who seem to be un- 
happy without it yet will not don the Talith of 
Jewish tradition. It may be Rabbi Feldman has 
taken such counsel. How else can one explain the 
professional touch to the description. We are told 
it will “hang like a long scarf about the neck of 
the rabbi” and “will be attached to the collar of 
his gown and fall in two, narrow, graceful lengths 
down the front of the gown... with the black 
stripes and a brocaded neckpiece it will carry 
all the symbolism of the Talith of tradition except 
the Tzitzis. There will be no Tzitzis.” 


Commenting on this innovation, one writer, aft- 
er citing the verse in the Bible where the entire 
emphasis, the entire symbolism, is lodged into the 
fringes, likens the Feldman Talith to a “clock 
without hands ... to a calendar that has no 
dates rrinted on it.” He might have compared it 
te a ecektail without a “kick” to it, to a groom 
leadin™ a wax figure to the altar.

The Jewish Transcript of Seattle, Wash., Says 
Failure To Achieve Unity Serious.—In spite of 
Herculean efforts and the expenditures of com- 
paratively large sums of money, the Anti-Defa- 
mation League of the B’nai B’rith has confessedly 
not been able to stem the tide. This has been due 
in some measure to a refusal to believe that we 
were in any serious danger and due in other in- 
stances to a failure to provide unity of action in 
the programs of those in charge of the work. 
This, too, has been topped by certain smug ones 
in our own ranks, who creep back into their own 
shells and fear definite, affirmative action in nail- 
ing lies openly with the gleaming sword of truth. 


This is a matter that cannot be ignored. Our 
wisest leadership and Jewish statesmanship must 
be immediately addressed to the formulation of a 
policy, emanating from a central authority, but 
fully expressive of the unity of American Jewry. 


Moseley Meeting in Philadelphia Shows Organi- 
zations Fail To Investigate Speakers They Spon- 


sor, Jewish Exponent Says.—There would be no 
especial reason for drawing attention to the sixth 
annual national Defense meeting held last Tues- 
day evening at the Bellevue-Stratford Hotel were 
it not for the rather unusual circumstances at- 
tending this gathering. The program distributed 
that evening explained that the meeting was 
“sponsored by more than seventy men’s and wom- 
en’s patriotic organizations of Philadelphia.” 
Though the list of these organizations was not 
published, it is known that many of these do not 
share the sentiments expressed on that occasion. 
Among the membership are men and women oc- 
cupying positions of trust and honor in the com- 
munity. These have always been friendly to those 
not of their faith. Have they undergone a change 
of heart? Is it not fair to expect of these people 
that they make known their views; whether they 
are with us or with the enemy. The stereotyped 
answer to the effect that they did not know what 
it was all about can hardly be accepted in good 
faith. In these trying days, when the dissemina- 
tors of canards and the preachers of hate and 
bigotry are abroad in the land, one should know 
to what use his or her name is being put. 


There is another aspect deserving of serious 
consideration. The meeting last Tuesday evening 
was well attended. Though it is true that a large 
number of those present gave evidence of their 
disapproval of the sentiments expressed by some 
of the speakers, it is unfortunately equally true 
that the number of those in accord was not in- 
considerable. 


Under the circumstances, Frank G. Gwynn, 
State Commander of the American Legion, did 
well to voice a protest on behalf of his organiza- 
tion. Mr. Gwynn is on solid ground when he de- 
clares that “Moseley must most certainly be kept 
from poisoning the minds of American youth, 
from organizing the army which Moseley advo- 
cated for the overthrow of the Government.” 


Mr. Gwynn would have served the cause of 
Americanism even better had he or the units of 
the American Legion that participated in the 
meeting taken the trouble to familiarize them- 
selves with the type of venom Moseley and his like 
are emitting and had notified the seventy or more 
agencies that have helped him to put his vicious 
message across.
